years, seven cabinets have fall
en and clvil war, riots, exeou-
tions and chaos are a constant,
reminder of the price paid by
Indonesians for their prema.

The government announced

the 81,000,000 Indonesians in
3,000 s 5, stretching over
2,000 miles will go to the polls,
This will he the first official

act of national maturity for
the world’s sixth larges! na.

The Indonesians are proms
ised to elect a parliament,
which will then select a cabl-
net truly representative of the
people, By December another
election will be held to selest
a congtitutional assembly
which will write Indonesia’s
permanent constitution and de-
fine the powers of the presi.

Russia bullt ‘a lavish Soviet
pavilion costing a half million

on Its way to Djakarta calling
for a $200,000,000 trade deal
whereby Indonesia would ex.
port 1ts surplus argieultural

The Indonesia I see today is
Just shoit of Communist con-
trol in spite of the Soekarno
assurance to the contrary, The
government, or a strong
branch of it, is pro-Commu-
nist. Premier All Sastroam-
idiojo can be compared to
Premier Arbenz of Guatamala
of a year ago. Premier Ali,
like former Premlier Arbenz is
not a member of the Commu-
nist party but he permits the
Reds full freedom of action,
congpiracies, uprisings and
public intimidations. At the
game time he persecutes the
Indonesian anti - Communists,

The present governnment has
persecuted and exiled to Red
China proChiang KalShek
Chinese, who were tried and
shot in Pleping. Anti.=Commu:
nist military leaders like the
chief of staff, General Sima-
turang, haye been purged, ime
prisoned, or shot, The mayor
of Djakarta, a strong anti.
Communist' was forced out of
office during my stay in Dja-
karta, A Communist has re.
placed a nonCommunist as
head of the secret police. The
minister of defense, Kusuma-
sumantri, 15 a former Red,
twice imprisoned for Commu-
nist uprisings.

Communist party, the Masju-
mi, has heen recently excluded
from committée membership.

The United States pressured
the Dutch in 1949 to walk out
of Indonesia and free the
Indonesians from colonial
rule. The spirit of the U. 8,
decision 18 commendable and
understandable and desérves
international support, But inde-
pendence should preclude poli-
tical and economic considera-
tion—and above all-—ability of
the people to govern them-
selves and to fight the ever
ready conspiracies of Commu-
nism wherever people are on
the verge of independence.
The experlences of 81,000,000
Indonesians for the past six
years of independence is a sad
commentary of the wisdom of
such premature independence,

Our responsibility today is
enormous in Indonesia because
of the effects on Indo-China
and Malaya. 8ince we helped
to finance the past six years
of “Independence” we are res.
ponsible for the serious turn
of events, For unless some-
thing drastic {s done, the path
of independence we helped to
construct, may boomerang in-
to a super highway straight
to Moscow and Pleping.

JUDGE AND JURY

A judge presides impartial-
ly over a court to settle dis.
putes between two parties.

As a rule, a jury is twelve
persons sworn to decide the
facts as proved from the evi:
donce before them

T'he Judge (or court) decides
questions of law which avises
in the trial such as proper
procedure and what may he
put in evidencs " The -
states {o the jury !hn aw
which applies to the points
ralsed in the case,

The jury resolves disputes
over the facts in favor of one
party or the other, It takes
into account several factors:

1. Which witnesses to be:
lleve,

2, The weight of the evl.
dence In proving certain facts,

3. The welght of particular
facts In swaying the balance
in favor of one party,

While the law sets no cer
taln sum for the winning
party, the jury decides how
much damage may be award:
ed, with one restriction: Tt
may not set an unreasonably
high figure as to overpay the
winner, If the jury does, the
judge may out the figure
down,

A judge decides when a
given fact must be settled one
way or anather, and he hes
